The  live  births  allocated  to  the  County  during  1967  numbered  1146  giving 
a birth  rate  of  I5.6  which  compares  with  1124  and  a rate  of  I5.2  in  1966-

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STILL  BIRTHS 

After  correction  for  transfer  there  were  6 still  births  allocated  to 
the  County  in  1967  giving  a rate  of  5 per  1000  births,  which  compares  with  5 
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still  births  and  a rate  of  5 in  1966*  Of  the  6 still  births  in  1957,  all 
occurred  in  hospitals  or  maternity  homes.  This  is  again  the  lowest  figure 
ever  recorded  in  Angus. 


DEATHS 

After  correction  for  transfer  there  were,  during  the  year  942  deaths 
of  persons  normally  resident  in  the  county  giving  a death  rate  of  12*8  per

DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCPLOSIB 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  numbered  3 in  1907  compared  with 
3 in  I960*  All  3 deaths  were  from  the  pulmonary  form  of  the  disease. 

The  death  rate  for  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  was  0.04  In  1987  the  same 
as  last  year.

Of  the  624  births  occurring  in  the  county  during  1967.  27  or  4.3%  were 
born  at  home,  and  596  or  95.5%  in  the  Maternity  Homes  (viz.  Pyfe-Jamieson 
431  or  69. 1%  ftnd  Charleton  155  or  26.4$)-  Of  all  births  allocated  to  the 
County  after  transfer  1146  live  births  and  6 still  births  only  27  or  2.34% 
were  born  at  home,  compared  with  2.38%  In  1966  and  2.7%  in  1965*  The  number 
of  domiciliary  confinements  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  number  of  nurses  employed  full  time  by  the  County  Council  and  under- 
taking combined  duties  of  midwifery  and  home  nursing  was  22  during  the  year. 
One  qurse  from  the  Alyth  district  of  Perthshire  is  employed  in  the  Olenisla 
district  of  Angus. 
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In  addition  to  the  ante-natal  supervision  of  expectant  mothers  booked 
to  be  confined  at  home,  the  nurses  also  give  ante-natal  supervision  to  all 
mothers  booked  for  confinement  at  the  Fyfe  Jamieson  and  Charleton  Maternity 
Homes.  Dur ing  the  year  1151  expectant  mothers  received  4400  ante-natal  visits 
from  the  District  nurses. 

The  medical  supervision  of  the  midwives  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  while  the  non-medical  supervision  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Nursing  Superintendent  in  terms  of  the  1915  Midwives  Act. 


2.  CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 


The  ante-natal  supervision  of  the  expectant  mother  as  explained  in 
previous  reports  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurse/midwife  by  home  visit- 
ation. Not  only  are  the  cases  who  engage  the  district  nurse  to  attend  the 
confinement  in  the  patient's  own  home  so  visited,  but  the  cases  booked  for 
confinement  at  the  Maternity  Homes  at  the  Fyfe  Jamieson,  Forfar  and  Charleton, 
Montrose,  are  also  given  the  same  supervision  on  notification  by  the  Matron. 
Following  the  births,  viBits  are  paid  by  the  District  nurse  or  health  visitor 
to  advise  on  the  matters  concerning  the  care  of  the  child  and  the  mother's 
welfare.

CHILD  WELFARE 

In  addition  to  these  domiciliary  visitations  referred  to  above,  child 
welfare  clinic  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  Forfar,  Brechin,  Montrose,  Car- 
noustie and  Monifieth  at  which  advice  on  maternal  and  child  welfare  matters 
is  given  by  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Poliomye- 
litis are  also  provided.  During  1967  a total  of  1492  children  attended  these 
clinics  on  8923  occasions  as  follows: -

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The  Child  Welfare  sessions  at  Monifieth,  Porfar,  Brechin  and  Car- 
noustie are  held  on  the  afternoons  of  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thurs- 
day respectively,  staffed  by  both  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors,  while 
at  Montrose  two  sessions  are  held  weekly  that  on  Tuesday  afternoon  having 
only  Health  Visitors  in  attendance,  while  a full  clinic  staffed  by  a Medical 
Officer  and  Health  Visitors  is  held  on  Friday  afternoons. 

Since  August  an  additional  session  has  been  held  by  the  Health  Visitor 
in  Moni fieth  on  Tuesday  afternoon  for  weighing  babies.  This  has  been  necessary 
due  to  the  increased  birth  rate  in  the  burgh  and  the  larger  number  of  mothers 
attending  with  babies,  and  also  due  in  part  to  the  limited  facilities  avail- 
able in  the  Clinic  premises. 

Mothercraft  sessions  for  expectant  mothers  especially  those  expecting 
their  first  baby  are  held  in  Montrose,  Forfar  and  Carnoustie.

CHILDREN  ‘AT  RISK’

or  mental  abnormalities  as  a result  of  factors  such  as  premature  birth,  diffi- 
cult birth,  or  certain  illness  in  the  mother  during  pregnancy  such  as  toxaemia 
of  pregnancy,  rubella  (german  meales)  etc.,  and  in  1963  a register  was  com- 
piled of  children  born  in  that  year  considered  to  be  ‘At  Risk*.  The  children 
on  the  register  receive  special  supervision  by  the  health  visitors  and  the 
Medical  officers.  The  compilation  of  such  a register  depends  on  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  general  practitioners  and  the  hospital  consultant  as  well  as  the 
staff  and  Medical  Officers  of  the  local  authority. 

In  1967.  147  children  born  in  that  year  were  put  on  this  register.  The 
number  of  children  born  in  previous  years  still  on  the  register,  1966  " 158:

DENTAL  CARE 

During  the  year  62  cases  were  given  dental  treatment  under  the  Local 
Authority’s  scheme  for  the  dental  care  of  the  expectant  and  nursing  mother 
and  pre-school  child.  Treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  Dental 
Staff  as  an  extension  of  the  School  Service.  Cases  were  seen  by  appointment 
at  the  nearest  burgh  clinic.  All  cases  are  inspected  and  treated  during  the 
year.  Of  the  62  cases,  one  was  an  expectant  mother,  3 were  nursing  mothers 
and  58  were  children  under  school  age.

EYES 

During  1967.  4l  children  under  5 years  of  age  were  referred  for  Special- 
ist advice  and  treatment  through  the  School  Medical  Service.  Of  these  41 
children.  18  were  new  cases  and  23  recalled.  Cases  of  squint  are  now  referred 
direct  to  the  eye  department  at  Dundee  Royal  Infirmary  at  the  request  of  the 
eye  specialist  and  are  now  no  longer  dealt  with  through  the  School  Medical 
Service. 


MOTHERS’  ADVISORY  SERVICE 

During  1967  General  Practitioners  ref erred  29  married  women  for  advice 
on  birth  control  where  it  was  considered  that  further  pregnancies  would  be 
detrimental  to  the  mother’s  health.  All  cases  are  seen  by  appointment  at 
special  sessions  held  in  the  clinic  at  Forfar,  Brechin  and  Montrose,  and  at 
Carnoustie  and  Monifieth  after  the  child  welfare  clinic  sessions.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  new  cases  43  were  recalled  for  check-up  involving  in  all  80 
examinations.

WELFARE  FOODS 

These  foods  are  supplied  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  a contribution 
to  the  National  Exchequer  is  made  by  the  recipients.  The  local  authority  is 
only  concerned  in  the  distribution  of  these  foods  - National  Dried  Milk  for 
Infant  Feeding,  Orange  Juice  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  for  children,  and  Vitamin 
Tablets  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  In  the  rural  areas  these  foods 
are  distributed  by  the  Nurse  when  making  her  routine  monthly  visits  under 
the  infant  welfare  scheme  but  for  older  children  the  foods  are  obtained  at 
the  Nurse's  cottage  on  Wednesday  between  the  hours  of  3,30  and  4.30  p.m. 
In  the  burghs  the  foods  are  obtained  at  the  local  clinics  during  the  infant 
welfare  sessions.  At  Kirriemuir  the  distribution  is  undertaken  by  the  Local 
W.R.V.S.  at  the  Red  Cross  Centre.  There  were  no  requests  in  1967  tor  dried 
milk  to  be  sent  by  post.

3.  HEALTH  VISITING 

During  the  year  six  full-time  visitors  were  engaged  on  all  health 
visiting  duties  including  tuberculosis  and  school  health  work  while  22  dis- 
trict nurses  were  employed  in  the  combined  duties  of  home  nursing,  midwifery 
and  health  visiting.  A vacancy  has  existed  since  February  1966  for  a seventh 
health  visitor  at  Brechin.  As  yet  this  post  has  not  been  filled.  During 
1967  a new  appointment  for  a health  visitor  in  the  Burgh  of  Monifieth  was 
created.  This  was  found  necessary  because  of  the  increase  in  the  population 
of  the  burgh  due  to  private  housing  development  in  which  the  hew  houses  have 
been  largely  occupied  by  young  families.  The  full-time  health  visitors  cover 
the  burghs  of  Forfar,  Brechin,  Montrose  and  Carnoustie  and  District,  and 
Monifieth  Burgh.  Health  Visitors  are  concerned  with  the  care  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children  referred  to  in  the  last  section:  the 
care  of  the  tuberculous  and  their  family  contacts  referred  to  in  the  section 
on  tuberculosis:  the  school  nursing  service  which  entails  school  visitations 
to  assist  at  the  annual  inspection  and  monthly  visitation  regarding  the 
cleanliness  of  the  school  children  and  where  necessary  the  follow  up  by  home 
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visitations  of  those  children  found  to  be  verminous.  Special  visitations  are 
also  paid  in  connection  with  certain  of  the  infectious  diseases.  Health 
visitations  of  the  aged  show  a slight  decrease  this  year.  Many  visits  have 
to  be  paid  in  connection  with  the  home  help  service  especially  where  the  per- 
son receiving  assistance  is  in  the  aged  group.  The  burgh  health  visitors 
also  staff  the  clinic  sessions  held  in  the  burgh  clinics  under  the  various 
schemes  of  the  local  authority.

This  summarises  all  the  work  of  the  health  visiting  staff  - full  time 
and  those  undertaking  the  combined  duties  of  nursing,  midwifery  and  health 
visiting.  The  number  of  visits  paid  to  the  elderly  was  11457  in  1967  com- 
pared with  93II  in  1 966  and  the  supervisory  visits  in  connection  with  the 
home  help  scheme.  3I8O  visits  in  1967  and  2074  in  1966-  These  visits  to  the 
elderly  continue  to  show  an  increase  and  indicate  the  importance  placed  on 
this  type  of  welfare  to  that  section  of  the  community. 
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4.  HOME  NURSING 

The  County  Council  employes  25  full  time  nurses  and  one  part-time  In  the 
domiciliary  nursing  servioe  and  in  addition,  by  arrangement  with  Perthshire 
County  Council,  the  Alyth  District  Nurse  undertakes  the  combined  duties  of 
nursing,  midwifery  and  health  visiting  in  the  Qlenisla  area  of  Angus.  Of  the 
25  full  time  district  nurses,  16  are  engaged  in  the  combined  duties  of  nursing, 
midwifery  and  health  visiting,  6 are  engaged  in  general  nursing  and  midwifery 
and  3 are  in  general  nursing  duties  only.  The  reduction  in  number  of  nurses 
doing  combined  duties  follows  on  the  additional  appointment  of  a health 
visitor  in  the  Burgh  of  Monifieth  last  year.  All  health  visiting  duties  in 
Monifieth  have  been  transferred  to  this  new  appointment  and  the  District 
Nurse's  duties  are  now  confined  to  general  nursing  and  midwifery.  The  part- 
time  nurse  gives  equivalent  of  four  hours  daily  in  Forfar  Burgh. 

During  1967  a total  of  2522  cases  (229  under  5 years,  953  between  the 
ages  of  5 and  65  years,  and  1340  over  65  years)  were  seen  by  the  district 
nurses  under  the  domiciliary  nursing  service,  involving  51,881  visits.  This 
is  a slight  decrease  on  the  previous  year  1966  when  2731  cases  were  visited 
on  54,883  occasions.  As  in  previous  years  the  majority  of  visits  were  paid 
to  those  over  65  with  37,045  visits.  For  those  under  65  but  over  55  years 
there  were  13,518  visits  and  for  those  under  5 years  1 31 8 visits.

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5.  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION 

The  number  of  vaccinations  recorded  during  1967  was  1342  compared  with 
I479  in  1966.  of  which  863  "ere  primary  and  529  re-vaccinations,  compared  with 
799  primary  and  680  re-vaccinations  in  1966-  Many  of  the  re-vaccinations 
were,  as  in  former  years,  emigrants  or  travellers  abroad  who  were  required 
to  be  recently  vaccinated  in  accordance  with  the  international  regulations 
as  enforced  by  the  countries  to  which,  or  through  which  they  were  travelling. 


DIPHTHERIA.  TETANUS.  WHOOPING  COUGH 

With  the  introduction  some  years  ago  of  the  combined  vaccines  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  most  infants  are  now  protected  against 
all  three  diseases  at  the  same  time.  In  all  cases  of  primary  immunisation 
in  children  under  5 years  the  Public  Health  Department  uses  the  triple  anti- 
gen as  do  most  family  doctors.  In  children  over  the  age  of  5 years  being 
immunised  for  the  first  time  it  is  customary  to  use  only  Diphtheria/Tetanus 
and  omit  Whooping  Cough. 

The  numbers  of  children  protected  for  the  first  time  in  1967  against 
all  three  diseases  were.  Diphtheria.  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  1002.  against 
Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  2 and  Tetanus  only,  174.  It  is  becoming  customary  to 
immunise  adults  against  Tetanus  only  or  give  a booster  dose  of  Tetanus  to 
adults  where  they  have  been  immunised  with  Diphtheria/Whooping  Cough/Tetanus 
or  Diphtheria/Tetanus  as  children,  as  follows: -

The  booster  inoculations  are  given  at  the  ages  of  5 to  6 and  9 to  10 
years  of  age  mainly  through  the  School  Medical  Service  where  only  the  Diph- 
theria/Tetanus antigen  is  used  but  some  family  doctors  also  use  the  triple 
antigen  for  booster  doses  in  schoolchildren.  Family  doctors  are  also  en- 
couraging booster  doses  of  Tetanus  only,  in  adults.  In  all,  3192  persons

POLIOMYELITIS  IMMUNISATION 

The  oral  vaccine  Is  now  used  almost  exclusively  both  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  family  doctors  as  the  Immunising  agent  In  this  disease. 
Of  the  1147  persons  Immunised  for  the  first  time,  only  10  ware  given  Salk 
type  vaccine  by  Injection  and  of  the  1 221  persons  receiving  booster  dosea 
1149  were  given  oral  vaccine.  The  number  receiving  booster  doses  In  1987 
rose  to  1221.  from  1005  in  1966  and  1197  in  1965*

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6.  PREVENTION,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

A.  TUBERCULOSIS 
Notifications 

In  1967  the  number  of  cases  notified  and  confirmed  as  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  was  18  compared  with  15  in  1966.  15  in  1965  and  23  in  1954.  Of 
the  18  new  cases  13  were  suffering  from  the  respiratory  form  of  the  disease 
and  5 from  the  non-respiratory  form  compared  with  10  respiratory  and  5 non- 
respiratory  in  1966-  During  the  year  3 deaths  were  registered  as  dying  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  There  were  no  deaths  in  the  non-pulmonary  form  of 
the  disease.  This  compares  with  2 pulmonary  deaths  and  1 non-pulmonary  death 
In  1966- 

Of  the  13  Pulmonary  cases,  11  were  admitted  to  a chest  hospital  for 
treatment,  and  2 treated  at  home. 


M.M.R. 

The  M.M.R.  unit,  Dundee,  in  the  month  of  March,  1967.  carried  out  a 
survey  of  those  pupils  who  were  found  to  have  a positive  skin  test  for  tuber- 
culosis during  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  for  school  leavers  carried  out  at  the 
end  of  1966*  In  all  32  children  were  X-rayed  and  found  to  be  free  of  active 
tuberculosis.  One  child  with  a positive  skin  test  was  admitted  to  Hospital 
with  Abdominal  Tuberculosis,  while  another  child  with  a positive  skin  test 
had  removed  to  Perthshire  and  was  followed  up  there. 

Following  a case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  a Factory  in  Forfar, 
the  contacts  were  offered  examination  by  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  and  128 
accepted  and  were  found  to  be  free  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  20  employees 
refused  examination. 


CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  349  cases  of  tuberculosis  resident  in 
the  county,  of  which  286  were  suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis,  and  63 
from  the  non-respiratory  tuberculosis.  This  shows  a decrease  of  63  compared 
with  last  year  when  there  were  331  respiratory  and  81  non-respiratory  cases 
on  the  register.  The  residence  of  these  cases  at  3lst  December  in  1967

for  their  routine  check.  Cases  after  discharge  from  hospital  are  also  visited, 
and  when  necessary  the  District  Nurses  attend  to  these  cases  in  their  own 
homes. 

Necessitous  cases,  on  the  Assistance  Board  Level,  are  supplied  with  free 
milk  and  during  the  year  5 cases  were  assisted  in  this  way,  compared  with  5 
last  year. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION

Arrangements  were  made  early  in  1968  for  the  29  children  with  Positive 
Skin  Tests  to  be  investigated  further.  Seven  attended  the  M.M.R.  Unit  in 
Dundee  and  their  Chest  X-rays  were  satisfactory.  One  boy  from  Murroes  school 
who  attended  the  M.M.R.  Unit  in  Dundee  was  admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment 
for  Primary  Tuberculosis  after  being  recalled  for  further  examination  at  the 
Chest  Clinic.

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B.  CHIROPODY  SCHEME

This  Increase  of  337  persons  treated  in  1997  compared  with  1966-  Owing 
to  the  increase  in  numbers  being  treated  and  to  provide  a sufficient  frequency 
of  treatment  at  approximately  6 ■ 8 weeks  interval,  the  County  Council  ap- 
pointed a fourth  full  time  Chiropodist,  Mrs.  Harley,  who  commenced  duty  in 
December.

Clinics  are  held  in  each  of  the  Burghs  including  the  large  burgh  of 
Arbroath  and  also  in  local  halls  at  Edzell,  Muirhead,  Perryden  and  Tealing. 
In  Kirriemuir  the  centre  for  treatment  by  arrangement  with  the  Town  Councils 
is  now  the  Town  Hall  instead  of  the  local  nurse's  duty  room.  Clinics  con- 
tinue to  be  held  in  the  duty  rooms  of  the  Nurses*  houses  at  Letham,  Glamis, 
Hillside,  Newtyle  and  Friockheim. 

Regular  visits  are  also  paid  to  all  the  old  people's  Welfare  Homes  in 
the  County  including  Arbroath  Burgh. 

It  will  be  noted  that  over  40%  of  the  cases  are  treated  in  their  own 
homes.  In  the  burghs  this  is  due  to  the  inability  of  the  old  person  to  walk 
to  the  Clinic  and  in  the  rural  areas  because  of  lack  of  transport  to  take 
the  old  person  to  the  nearest  centre,  and  in  these  cases  the  patients  are 
treated  in  their  own  homes.  Where  the  old  person  is  able  or  can  obtain 
transport  easily  they  are  encouraged  to  go  to  the  clinics  for  treatment. 


C.  PREVENTION  OF  ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME 

As  detailed  in  previous  reports  the  education  of  the  public  regarding 

home  accidents  mainly  depends  on  the  instruction  given  by  the  Health  Visitors 
when,  paying  their  routine  visits  in  connection  with  maternity  and  child  wel- 
fare visits  and  visitB  to  the  elderly.  Use  is  made  of  the  leaflets  published 
by  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education. 
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During  the  year  8 deaths  were  recorded  as  due  to  accidents  In  the  hone  2 
less  than  laBt  year.  These  deaths  occurred  mainly  In  the  age-groups,  over  35 
years  as  follows: -

D.  SMOKING  AND  LUNG  CANCER 

The  various  approaches  to  the  adolescent  as  intimated  in  previous  re- 
ports continued  during  the  year.  The  danger  of  smoking  was  emphasised  by  the 
Lecturer  of  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education  during  her  talks  to 
pupils  when  she  paid  her  annual  visit  to  Angus  Schools  in  the  Spring  of  1967. 

During  the  year  39  deaths  were  recorded  as  due  to  lung  cancer,  29  males 
and  10  females,  at  ages  varying  from  35  to  over  85*  The  number  of  deaths  from 
lung  cancer  at  39  is  13  more  than  last  year. 


E.  CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

This  is  the  term  used  for  the  examinat ion  of  smears  taken  from  the  cervix 
(neck)  of  the  womb  for  the  early  detection  of  cancer.  In  recent  years  ‘cer- 
vical Cytology  Sessions'  have  been  established,  sometimes  referred  to  as  'Well 
Wcmen  Clinics'  for  the  taking  of  these  smears  for  this  examination.  Such 
Clinics  have  been  operated  by  the  Eastern  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  Dundee 
for  the  past  few  years.  In  consultation  with  the  Eastern  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  the  County  Council  agreed  to  provide  a similar  service  centred  in  their 
burgh  clinics  at  Forfar,  Brechin,  Montruse, Carnoustie  and  Monifieth,  and 
staffed  by  the  lady  Medical  officers  of  the  Health  Department  supplemented 
if  necessary  by  part-time  lady  doctors. 

That  section  of  the  community  concerned  - married  women,  especially 
those  who  have  borne  children  - are  informed  of  the  purpose  of  this  exam- 
ination and,  how  and  where  the  ‘Smear  Test'  can  be  taken.  All  examinations 
are  by  appointment.  This  information  is  conveyed  to  the  public  by  laaflets 
distributed  at  Child  Welfare  Sessions  and  by  direct  approach  by  the  Health 
Visiting  and  Nursing  Staff.  Talks  were  also  given  to  organisations  and  par- 
ticularly female  employees  in  factories,  but  it  has  been  found  that  the  in- 
dividual approach  produces  the  most  successful  response.  In  all  approaches, 
it  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  ‘smear  test*  can  be  undertaken  at  the 
lady's  choice  either  by  her  own  general  practitioner  or  at  a Local  Authority 
Clinic. 
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All  burgh  clinics  have  been  specially  equipped  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
cervical  smears,  and  during  the  year  95  clinics  were  held  and  1070  smears 
taken.  Of  all  these  women  examined  e produced  a positive  result  and  were 
referred  to  a gynaecologist  for  further  examination  and  treatment.  The 
following  table  gives  the  figures  for  the  individual  clinics.  it  should 
be  noted  that  cases  seen  at  these  clinics  were  not  only  from  the  burgh  con- 
cerned but  also  from  the  surrounding  country,  and  in  the  case  of  Forfar,  in- 
cludes cases  from  Kirriemuir  Burgh.

140  cases  compared  with  5 in  i960-  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  numbered  77, 
compared  with  57  in  I960,  but  Dysentry  decreased  from  119  in  1950  to  74  in 
1907-  Of  the  74  cases  of  Dysentery,  63  were  due  to  an  outbreak  Sh.  Flexneri 
Dysentery  in  Strathmart ine  Hospital.  The  other  11  cases  occurred  sporadically 
throughout  the  County  and  were  due  to  the  Sonne  form  of  the  disease.  The 
last  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  in  1903  when  85  cases  were  notified 
compared  with  the  1967  outbreak  when  140  cases  were  notified.  The  cases  in 
the  1963  epidemic  were  confined  to  the  later  months  of  the  year,  while  the 
1967  outbreak  was  spread  throughout  the  year,  but  the  greatest  incidence  was 
in  the  early  months  of  1907. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES 

There  were  no  significant  changes  in  the  number  of  cases  attending 
for  treatment  at  centres  in  the  Eastern  Regional  Hospital  Board  area.  The 
numbers  of  cases  of  both  syphilis  and  gonorrhoea  are  small.  A comparison

Of  the  167  cases  receiving  Home  Help  on  account  of  Chronic  sickness 
or  age  and  infirmity,  all  were  of  pensionable  age. 

The  17  cases  receiving  Home  Help  in  the  second  column  were  all  under 
63.  and  were  given  assistance  on  account  of  Arthritis  (5  cases).  Cardiac 
(5  cases),  Chronic  Sick  (3  cases),  Post  Operative  (2  cases).  Hemiplegia 
(1  Case),  and  Disseminated  8clerosis  (l  case). 

The  domestic  help  service  in  Angus  is  used  mainly  by  the  aged  and  in 
these  cases,  without  the  Home  Help  Service,  the  majority  would  require  ad- 
mission to  a Welfare  Home  or  Hospital.  Some  of  these  cases  have  been  in 
medical  or  surgical  wards.  The  majority  of  these  persons  require  only  from 
1 - 3 hours  attention  daily.  In  some  cases  the  hours  are  spaced  out  to 
provide  them  with  the  necessary  meals.  In  other  cases,  these  are  supplied 
by  neighbours  or  by  the  W.R.V.S.  or  the  old  persons  are  able  to  cope  with 
cooking  but  unable  to  attend  to  household  cleaning,  especially  in  old  houses 
upstairs  with  outside  cellars,  etc.

The  151  mental  defectives  received  a total  of  656  visits  from  Local 
Authority  staff  during  1967  and  the  173  mentally  ill  received  a total  of 
452  visits. 

During  the  year  there  were  30  clinic  sessions  held  in  the  County  at 
which  75  mental  defectives  were  seen  on  80  occasions  by  a specialist  in  men- 
tal deficiency  of  the  Eastern  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Of  the  75  oases  15 
were  seen  for  the  first  time. 
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SENIOR  OCCUPATION  CENTRES 

As  reported  in  last  year's  Annual  Report  Adult  Occupation  Centres  for 
low  grade  unemployable  mental  defectives  were  opened  at  Lordburn  House,  For- 
far and  Esk  House,  Montrose. 

For  the  first  half  of  the  year  these  centres  continued  to  operate  on 
two  days  per  week  but  in  June  a second  Occupational  Instructor  was  appointed 
and  after  the  summer  vacation  the  Centres  operated  on  a four  day  week  Mon- 
day, Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  from  9.00  a.m.  to  4.00  P.m.  The  training 
given  was  as  before  in  occupational  handcrafts,  in  the  simpler  domestic 
duties  and  generally  in  socially  acceptable  habits. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  especially  after  the  four  day  week  atten- 
dance was  introduced,  the  abilities  of  the  defectives  in  handcrafts  were 
noticeably  improved  both  in  speed  and  accuracy.  The  outlets  provided  at  the 
Centres  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  parents  and  also  by  the  defectives 
attending  the  Centres. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  in  co-operation  with  the  Local  Mental 
Health  Association  at  Montrose  and  Montrose  Town  Council,  arrangements  had 
been  completed  to  give  those  attending  the  Esk  House  Centre  at  Montrose 
swimming  instructions  in  Montrose  Swimming  Pool.  These  lessons  are  to  com- 
mence at  a Private  session  in  January,  1968- 

As  before,  home  bound  defectives  are  visited  on  Wednesdays  by  the  In- 
structors to  give  lessons  in  handcrafts. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  25  defectives  were  attending:-  at  Lordburn 
Occupational  Centre,  Forfar  (13)  and  at  the  Esk  House  Occupation  Centre, 
Montrose  (12)- 

In  the  course  of  the  year  15  mental  defectives  and  2 physical  defectives 
had  been  given  home  tuition. 


10.  NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATIONS 

Children  boarded  out  under  the  care  of  the- local  authority  are  visited 
and  examined  yearly  by  the  Medical  Staff.  During  the  year  38  children  were 
on  the  visiting  list  and  26  visits  made  to  the  homes  of  these  children  for 
the  purpose  of  medical  supervision  and  examination  of  these  children. 


11.  PORT  HEALTH  ADMINISTRATION 

During  the  year  54  foreign  vessels  arrived  at  Montrose  direct  from 
foreign  ports  with  cargoes  of  Fertiliser  etc.  12,  Wheat  20.  Fish  and  General 
etc. 2,  Timber  2,  Light  g and  empty  boxes  12.  All  had  a clean  bill  of  health. 
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12.  POOD  SUPPLIES 

Details  of  the  work  done  in  re lation  to  the  administration  of  the  various 
Acts,  Orders  and  Bye-laws  in  connection  with  milk,  ice-cream  and  under  the  new 
regulations  in  respect  of  shops  and  food  premises  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act,  will  be  found  in  the  report  by  the  Sanitary  inspector. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  changes  at  the  Slaughterhouses  in  Brechin,  Forfar  or  Mon- 
trose during  the  year. 


13.  MEDICAL  FUNCTIONS  UNDER  THE 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

The  County  Council  maintain  five  welfare  homes  in  the  county.  Lunan 
Park,  Friockheim,  is  reserved  for  the  frail  ambulant;  while  St.  Drostan’s, 
Brechin  and  Beech  Hill,  Forfar  are  set  aside  for  the  aged,  and  Beechie  House, 
Kirriemuir,  partly  for  the  aged  and  partly  for  the  mentally  handicapped. 
In  all  accommodation  is  provided  for  igs  old  persons  and  others. 

Lordburn  House,  Forfar  the  fifth  welfare  home  provides  accommodation 
for  39  handicapped  (physically  or  mentally)  persons.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  5 certified  defectives  under  formal  guardianship  and  10  informal 
defectives  in  Lordburn  House.  In  all  the  Welfare  Homes  there  are  0 certified 
defectives  under  formal  guardianship  and  11  informal. 

There  are  two  privately  owned  homes  for  Old  People,  Lochbank  House, 
Forfar,  which  accommodates  10  old  persons,  and  Carriden,  Northmuir,  Kirriemuii; 
accommodating  9.  Both  are  registered  under  Section  37  of  the  national  Assist- 
ance Act,  l 948. 

Dorward  House,  Montrose,  is  a voluntary  home  for  the  aged  of  both  sexes. 
It  accommodates  38  persons  most  of  whom  are  local  authority  cases,  the  cost 
of  their  maintenance  being  supplemented  by  the  County  Council. 

The  medical  supervision  of  the  residential  accommodation  provided  under 
the  Act  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  During  the  year  94 
persons  were  medically  examined  with  regard  to  their  fitness  for  admission 
to  Welfare  Homes.  The  Welfare  supervision  of  the  residents  and  the  day  to 
day  administration  of  the  Homes  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Welfare  Officer. 


FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  - 1959 

These  Acts  are  administered  by  the  Town  Council  of  the  Burghs  and  the 
County  Council  in  respect  of  the  landward  area.  The  sections  of  the  Acts 
which  concern  local  authorities  are  those  dealing  with  cleanliness,  over- 
crowding, temperature  and  ventilation,  drainage  of  floor  area  and  sanitary 
conveniences. 
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In  regard  to  these  matters  the  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Burgh 
Surveyor/Banitary  Inspectors  ih  the  Burghs,  and  in  the  landward  area  by  the 
County  Sanitary  Staff. 

Annually  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  required  to  make  a return 
regarding  the  number  of  factories  in  his  area,  visits  paid  and  defects  noted 
and  how  remedied.  The  following  is  the  return  for  1907  in  respect  of  the  7 
areas  under  my  jurisdiction.

There 
were  e illegitimate  births  and  1 still  birth  in  1967. 

Marriages  registered  numbered  97.  Deaths  corrected  for  residence  in  the 
burgh  numbered  87.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  26.  Cancer 
19  (lung  cancer  4),  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  14.  There  was  1 death  following 
an  accident  in  the  home.  Of  all  87  deaths  63  persons  attained  the  age  of 
65  years  or  over.  There  was  1 infant  death,  same  as  last  year.

BURGH  OF  CARNOUSTIE 

For  the  year  1967  the  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  mid  year- 
population  of  the  burgh  to  be  5486  which  compares  with  5511  at  the  time  of  the 
1981  census.  The  number  of  live  births  allocated  to  the  Burgh  was  82.  There 
were  6 illegitimate  births  and  1 still  birth. 

Marriages  registered  numbered  32.  Deaths  corrected  for  residence  in 
the  burgh  numbered  106-  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  35, 
Cancer  24.  (lung  cancer  5),  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  22.  There  was  1 death 
following  an  accident  in  the  home.  Of  all  1 oe  deaths  81  persons  attained 
the  age  of  65  years  and  over  at  death.  There  were  no  infant  deaths  in  1967* 

During  the  year  there  were  13  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
notified  and  confirmed.  Whooping  Cough  6.  Scarlet  Fever  5.  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis 1,  and  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  1. 


BURGH  OF  FORFAR 

For  the  year  1967  the  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  mid  year 
population  of  the  burgh  to  be  9845  which  compares  with  the  1961  census  popu- 
lation of  10,252*  The  number  of  live  births  allocated  to  the  burgh  was  130. 
There  were  2 illegitimate  births  and  no  still  births  during  the  year. 

Marriages  registered  during  the  year  numbered  108-  Deaths  corrected 
for  residence  in  the  Burgh  numbered  123-  The  chief  causes  of  death  were 
Heart  Disease  39,  Cancer  35,  (lung  cancer  10).  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  19. 
There  was  1 death  following  an  accident  in  the  home.  There  were  4 deaths 
in  children  under  one  year.  Of  the  123  deaths  88  persons  attained  the  age 
of  65  years  and  over  in  1967* 
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During  1967  there  were  81  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  and 
confirmed.

BURGH  OF  KIRRIEMUIR 

For  the  year  1987  the  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  mid  year 
population  of  the  burgh  to  be  3844  which  compares  with  the  1981  census  popu- 
lation of  3245.  The  number  of  live  births  allocated  to  the  burgh  was  53. 
There  were  4 illegitimate  births  and  1 still  birth  in  1907. 

Marriages  registered  during  the  year  numbered  35.  Deaths  corrected 
for  residence  numbered  69-  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  24. 
Cancer  14.  (lung  cancer  1),  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  lg.  There  were  no  deaths 
following  accidents  in  the  home.  Fifty-Eight  persons  attained  the  age  of  05 
and  over  at  death.  There  were  no  infant  deaths  in  1907.

F*or  the  year  1907  the  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  mid-year  popu- 
lation of  the  burgh  to  be  1 0,494  which  compares  with  the  1961  census  return  of  1 0. 702. 
Live  births  allocated  to  the  burgh  iu  1967  numbered  162.  There  were  14  ille- 
gitimate births  and  1 still  birth  during  the  year. 

Marriages  registered  numbered  lie*  Deaths  corrected  for  residence  in 
the  burgh  numbered  162-  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  57, 
Cancer  31,  (lung  cancer  7),  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  22.  There  was  1 death 
following  an  accident  in  the  home.  There  were  6 deaths  in  children  under 
1 year.  Of  the  162  deaths  1 1 9 persons  attained  the  age  of  65  years  and  over 
at  death.

3.  8ANITARY  CONDITIONS 

On  the  occasion  of  the  annual  visit  to  each  school  for  the  purpose 
of  Systematic  Inspections  of  Children,  the  buildings  are  also  inspected  and 
any  major  defects  are  reported  to  the  Director  of  Education. 

All  Schools  in  the  County  are  provided  with  flush  lavatories  either 
inside  the  School  or  outside  and  wash-hand  basins  with  hot  and  cold  water 
are  available  inside  the  Schools.  The  Education  Committee  have  a long  term 
plan  covering  three  to  four  years  to  modernise  all  sanitary  accommodation  in 
schools  by  providing  lavatories  inside  the  school  with  wash-hand  basins  immed- 
iately available.

5A.  SYSTEM  AND  EXTENT  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

All  Schools  in  the  County  were  visited  for  routine  inspection  of  the 
children  falling  into  the  age-groups  as  detailed  by  the  Scottish  Home  and 
Health  Department,  viz.  (i)  the  entrants;  and  those  born  In  the  year  (2)  - 
1957;  (3)  “ 1953.  and  (4)  * 1950*  The  statistical  tableB  I to  IV  at  the  end 
of  this  report  detail  the  results  of  the  inspection.  Children  born  in  the 
year  1959  were  also  examined  in  respect  of  sight  and  hearing. 

Questionnaires  are  sent  to  the  parents  of  all  children  due  for  routine 
examination  and  those  are  exceedingly  helpful,  especially  in  the  rural  areas, 
where  parent  attendance  at  these  inspections  is  not  so  good  as  in  the  burghs. 
The  questionnaire  invited  the  parent  to  be  present  and  where  this  is  indicated 
the  examination  is  conducted  by  appointment  in  the  presence  of  the  parent. 

In  addition  to  these  examinations,  pupils  who  were  due  to  be  system- 
atically examined  last  year,  but  who  were  absent  at  the  time  of  school  in- 
spection, were  also  examined.  Children  of  all  ages  who  had  been  found  at  a 
previous  examination  to  be  suffering  from  defects  were  also  examined  in  re- 
spect of  these  defects. 

Special  v i s it 8 were  paid  to  schools  for  such  purposes  as  the  examin- 
ation of  infectious  diseases,  diphtheria  immunisation,  B.C.G.  and  Ptliomye- 
litis  vaccination,  examination  of  physical  and  mental  defects  in  relation  to 
the  child's  suitability  for  education  in  an  ordinary  school  or  the  desirability 
of  admi sb ion  to  a special  school  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  epileptic, 
cripple  or  mentally  retarded  or  defective.  Children  on  whose  behalf  claims 
for  transport  are  made  by  the  parents  or  guardians  to  the  Director  of  Educa- 
tion are  also  examined.  Examination  of  children  for  other  specific  purposes 
is  also  undertaken,  e.g.  prolonged  absence  from  school  without  apparent  cause 
and  at  the  request  of  the  Clerk  to  the  District  Committee.  In  most  of  these 
special  examinations  a visit  or  visits  to  the  homes  are  necessary  and  many 
of  the  prelimary  examinations  are  carried  out  in  the  pupil's  home. 

Treatment  clinics  conducted  by  the  Medical  staff  for  Minor  Ailments 
and  Defects  are  held  weekly  in  the  Burghs  of  Forfar,  Arbroath,  Montrose  and 
Brechin.  Specialist  Clinics  are  held  periodically  in  these  Burghs  for  diseases 
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of  the  eyes  and  defects  of  vision,  orthopaedics  and  mental  deficiency.  De- 
fects of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  are  referred  to  the  Specialist  at  the  Out- 
patients’ Departments  at  Dundee,  Forfar,  Arbroath  and  Montrose  Infirmaries  and 
Stracathro  Hospital.  The  Specialists  are  provided  by  the  Eastern  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  the  Clinic  sessions  are  organised  by  the  County  Council’s 
Medical  Staff.  The  cases  referred  to  these  Specialist  Clinics  have  been  de- 
tected either  at  the  routine  medical  inspection  or  through  the  Special  examin- 
ations referred  to  in  the  last  paragraph.  The  Family  Doctors  also  refer  a 
number  of  cases  through  the  Special  Medical  Officer. 


COLOUR  BLINDNESS 

Since  1957  all  13  year  old  children  have  been  tested  for  colour  blind- 
ness using  Ishihara  Test  Cards. 


VISION  TESTING  OF  ENTRANTS 

For  some  years  the  vision  testing  of  school  entrants  at  the  age  of  5 
has  been  carried  out  in  Angus  and  presents  no  difficulty.  In  the  first  few 
months  at  school,  the  entrants  are  tested  with  picture  test  cards  and  it 
has  been  found  that  these  give  a visual  acuity  finding  practically  comparable 
to  Snellen  Test-Type.  With  the  present  methods  of  teaching  in  infant  de- 
partments most  children  can  be  tested  with  script  letters  in  a few  months 
after  commencing  school. 


B.C.Q.  VACCINATION 

During  the  school  year  in  November  and  December,  1966.  B.C.G.  Vaccination 
was  offered  to  all  children  born  in  the  year,  1953.  As  B.C.Q.  Vaccination 
is  a Local  Health  Authority  function  the  vaccination  of  Arbroath  Burgh  child- 
ren is  now  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  that  Burgh.  In  all 
(County  and  Arbroath  Burgh)  1086  children  were  skin-tested  and  1044  gave  a 
negative  reaction  of  whom  1009  were  given  B.C.Q.  Details  of  the  vaccination 
Scheme  were  given  in  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  officer  of  Health,  for  the 
year,  1966. 


POLIOMYELITIS  AND  DIPHTHERIA  VACCINATION 

This  is  also  a function  of  the  County  Council  as  Local  Health  Authority 
but  opportunity  is  taken  of  the  School  Medical  Service  to  offer  immunisation 
against  both  poliomyelitis  and  d iphther iq/tetanus  through  the  schools.  This 
is  especially  helpful  to  mothers  in  rural  areas  where  the  pre;-school  child 
is  treated  at  the  same  time  in  the  rural  school  as  the  school  child,  in  the 
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Burghs  the  pre-school  child  is  catered  for  at  the  weekly  child  welfare  clinics. 
Details  of  these  immunisations  are  given  annual ly  in  my  report  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  In  the  pre-school  child  the  triple  antigen  Diphtheria/ 
Whooping  Cough/Tetanus  is  used.

The 
Forfar  Clinic  is  held  on  the  second  and  fifth  Tuesdays  (when  5 in  a month) 
from  9 a.m.  to  12.30  P.m.  while  the  Arbroath  Clinics  are  held  at  the  same 
time  on  the  first,  third  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month. 

In  addition  to  the  Specialist  Clinics,  physiotherapy  treatment  sessions 
are  held  weekly  in  Arbroath  every  Tuesday  afternoon  and  all  day  on  Friday  and  weekly 
in  Forfar  on  Wednesdays.  All  sessions  are  carried  out  at  the  Clinics.  Fur- 
ther sessions  have  been  held  at  Arbroath  by  arrangement.

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B.  SYSTEM  AND  EXTENT  OF  DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

The  Chief  Dental  Officer,  Mr.  Anderson,  reports  on  the  Dental  Service 
as  follows:  - 

SESSION  196 6~67 

I herewith  submit  my  report  on  the  Dental  Department  for  1 966"67- 

One  change  in  staff  took  place  during  the  year.  Mr.  J.p.  Tait,  L.D.S., 
resigned  on  15th  April,  1967.  to  take  up  an  appointment  abroad.  Mr.  J.P. 
Mayo,  L.D.S.  has  been  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy  and  he  will  commence 
his  duties  on  7th  August,  1967- 

Dental  Health  Education  at  Schools  was  given  during  routine  inspec- 
tions and  also  when  the  Dental  Officers  distributed  Dental  Health  Packs  at 
all  the  Schools  to  Primary  1 New  Entrants.  The  issue  of  Dental  Health  Packs 
is  a good  method  of  encouraging  the  younger  children  to  maintain  good  oral 
hygiene  and  it  is  intended  to  repeat  this  next  year. 

A three-day  Refresher  Course  was  attended  at  Dundee  Dental  Hospital 
in  September,  1966.  by  Mr.  J.P.  Tait,  L.D.S. 

The  amount  of  Orthodontic  Treatment  carried  out  was  satisfactory  ani 
compared  favourably  with  previous  years,  the  Dental  Officers  receiving, 
where  necessary,  the  advice  of  Mr.  D.  Munro,  Orthodontic  Consultant. 

A start  of  a programme  to  improve  the  facilities  for  treatment  at  the 
Burgh  Dental  Clinics,  in  which  one  clinic  each  year  would  be  upgraded,  was 
made  at  Hill  Street  Clinic,  Arbroath,  where  the  provision  of  new  Dental  Equip- 
ment was  authorised  and  has  been  installed.  This  programme  was  based  on  the 
suggestions  made  by  Dr.  J.W.  Galloway,  Chief  Dental  Officer  for  Scotland 
following  a visit  he  made  to  the  County  Dental  Clinics  in  February. 

As  in  the  past  years  it  has  not  been  possible  to  Inspect  and  offer 
treatment  to  all  the  school  children  requiring  it.  In  order  to  give  an 
annual  inspection  and  offer  of  treatment,  extra  Dental  Staff  is  required. 
A request  that  an  additional  Dental  Officer  be  appointed  during  the  next 
financial  year  was  refused  as  ,a  measure  of  economy  during  the  financial 
freeze.

C.  SCHOOL  NURSING  AND  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  FOLLOW-UP 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  school  nursing  arrangements  and  the  system 
of  follow-up  of  children  suffering  from  defects,  as  detailed  in  previous  re- 
ports remains  unchanged. 

During  the  year  52,502  children  were  examined  by  the  nurses  compared 
with  83,982  children  last  year  1905/06  and  93,002  children  in  the  year  1904/05- 
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Visits  paid  to  individual  schools  by  the  nurses  1333  compared  with  1141  last 
year  1965/66  and  1355  in  1964/65*  At  those  visits  particular  attention  is 
paid  by  the  nurses  in  the  examination  of  pupils  in  respect  of  cleanliness 
and  verminous  conditions,  plantar  warts,  ringworm  and  scabies  and  three  cases 
of  verminous  body  were  detected  compared  with  no  case  in  the  previous  two 
years,  1965/66  and  1964/65.  while  199  dirty  heads  (nits)  and  45  verminous 
heads  were  dealt  with  compared  with  223  dirty  heads  (nits)  and  39  verminous 
heads  in  the  year  1965/66*  In  addition  there  were  192  cases  of  plantar  warts, 

6 cases  of  ringworm  and  33  cases  of  scabies.  For  all  conditions  712  home 
visits  were  paid  as  compared  with  888  last  year  and  000  in  the  year  1904/05* 

A summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  nursing  staff  will  be  found  in  Table  V. 

For  all  verminous  conditions  117  notices  were  sent  to  the  parents  and 
9 in  respect  of  general  uncleanliness  or  bad  clothing  or  footwear  and  23  in 
respect  of  scabies.  To  be  effective  these  school  visits  and  the  sending  of 

notices  to  offenders  must  be  followed  up  by  a visit  to  the  homes  of  the  child- 

ren by  nurse  and  advice  given  to  the  parents  regarding  the  eradication  of  ver- 
min. Repeated  notices  sent  to  parents  without  home  visitation  has  been  found, 
by  experience,  to  be  ineffective  in  curing  these  conditions.  In  the  worst 
cases  visitation  by  the  medical  staff  is  necessary  and  occasionally  the  treat- 
ment of  the  case  at  the  clinic.  Apart  from  the  sending  of  149  notices  to 

parents  712  home  visits  were  undertaken  by  the  nurses  in  respect  of  these 

conditions.

SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES 

The  County  Council  have  no  Special  Schools  but  provide  Junior  Occu- 
pation Centres  in  Forfar  and  Montrose  for  trainable  mental  defectives  while 
at  Forfar,  Arbroath  and  Montrose  there  is  in  each  of  these  Burghs  a special 
class  or  classes  for  educable  mental  defectives.  A special  class  for  senior 
pupils  who  are  defective  mentally  is  also  provided  at  Arbroath  Academy. 

For  children  who  suffer  from  defects  mental  or  physical  to  such  an 
extent  that  education  in  a special  school  is  necessary,  the  Local  Authority 
has  to  depend  on  institutions  or  schools  owned  by  other  agencies  for  such 
conditions  as  the  blind  or  partially  sighted,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  or  the 
physically  or  mentally  handicapped.  Those  children  who  are  mentally  handi- 
capped especially  if  they  also  suffer  from  a physical  handicap,  e.g.  deafness, 
blindness  or  a crippling  disability  such  as  spasticity  are  a problem  as  the 
Special  Schools  for  the  Deaf,  Blind  and  Cripples  will  not  accept  a pupil 
unless  they  are  of  normal  intelligence. 

There  are  13  children  attending  Special  Residential  Schools  for  - the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  (7);  Blind  (l);  Epileptic  (0);  Cripple,  etc.  (5)  while  91  men- 
tal defectives  attend  special  classes  or  Occupation  Centres  as  day  pupils 
and  23  mental  defectives  are  in  Institutions  for  the  mentally  deficient.

There  were  sixteen 
bacteriological  failures  as  a result  of  which  the  offending  premises  and 
and  plants  were  inspected  and  follow-up  samples  taken.  At  one  factory  it 
was  found  necessary  to  take  samples  after  each  stage  in  the  manufacturing 
process  in  order  to  determine  which  piece  of  equipment  was  responsible  for 
the  high  bacterial  count.  As  a result  repairs  were  carried  out  to  one  of 
the  freezers  and  all  further  samples  were  satisfactory.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  number  of  requests  by  householders  outwith  the  Special  Scavenging 
District  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  service  has  continued  to  increase 
and  to  meet  this  situation  the  County  Counoil  has  resolved  to  provide  a com- 
prehensive service  for  the  whole  County.  The  scheme  will  be  brought  into 
operation  in  two  parts.  The  first  part,  in  1908.  will  cover  the  south  western 
area  of  the  County  and  the  remainder  of  the  County  will  be  included  when  the 
present  financial  restrictions  are  removed. 


FACTORIES 

On  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
factories  (five  non-mechanical),  one  building  site  and  one  slaughterhouse,  a 
decrease  of  four  during  the  year. 

The  sanitary  convenience  reported  in  the  last  two  annual  reports  has 
been  provided. 

Eighty-one  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  factories  and  slaughter- 
house.

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RATS  AND  MICE 

The  number  of  premises  Inspected  by  the  District  Inspectors  and  by  the 
County  Ratcatcher  resulting  from  (a)  routine  work,  (b)  under  the  rat  destruction 
contract  scheme,  (c)  complaints  and  (d)  requests  for  the  services  of  the  Rat- 
catcher was  nine  hundred  and  ninety  three. 
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Treatment  was  required  for  the  destruction  of  rats  in  three-hundred  and 
eighty-eight  premises  and  mice  in  five.  Several  rat  infestations  were  dealt 
with  by  the  occupier. 

Warfarin  continued  to  be  effective  against  rats  and  mice. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

82  samples  of  water  were  taken,  58  as  a result  of  complaints  or  for 
information  of  the  County  Water  Engineer,  22  for  information  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  2 for  grant  purposes. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

1.  REGISTRATION  AND  INSPECTIONS 

At  the  end  of  1967.  registrations  totalled  seventy-seven,  an  increase 
of  eleven  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  Retail  shops  and  offices  con- 
tinue to  form  the  bulk  of  registrations  though  seven  new  hotel  premises  were 
added  to  the  Register. 

Two  thirds  of  the  registered  premises  were  inspected  during  1967  and 
where  contraventions  were  found,  follow-up  visits  were  carried  out. 


2.  OPERATION 

Although  defects  found  were  mainly  of  a m^nor  nature,  lighting  of  back 
shops  and  passageways  gave  rise  to  some  concern.  The  recommended  standards 
of  illumination  were  applied  at  inspection. 

Some  occupiers  had  difficulty  in  obtaining  copies  of  the  Abstract  of 
the  Act. 

Although  co-operation  from  employers  was  in  the  main  good,  some  con- 
sidered even  the  minimum  requirements  to  be  onerous.  This  was  most  evident 
in  the  small  farm  or  estate  office  where  often  one  woman  was  employed  generally 
to  do  P.A.Y.E.  and  accounts. 

3.  ACCIDENTS 

No  accidents  were  reported. 

4.  PROSECUTIONS 

No  prosecutions  were  undertaken.

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THE  BUILDING  STANDARDS  (SCOTLAND)  REGULATIONS,  1963 

During  the  year  there  were  a large  variety  of  proj ects  requiring  warrants 
from  the  Buildings  Authority  including  a multi-storey  addition  to  Hillside 
Distillery  costing  an  estimated  £500,000* 

The  developer's  agents  contacted  this  department  at  an  early  stage  with 
their  design  proposals  and  left  draft  plans  so  that  any  variations  required 
by  the  building  regulations  could  be  reported  to  them  and  were  incorporated 
in  the  finalised  drawings.  This  building  in  a steel  framed  structure  and 
calculations  of  loading  and  steelwork  design  in  accordance  with  B.8.  449  were 
checked  by  McDonald  & Partners,  Structural  Engineers,  Perth. 

The  Building  Standards  (Scotland)  Amendments  Regulations,  1907  came 
into  operation  in  September.  As  mentioned  briefly  in  last  year's  Annual  Re- 
port this  document  of  some  fifty-five  pages  clears  up  certain  anomalies  by 
clarifying  or  extending  definitions  in  the  Main  Regulations,  relaxing  certain 
sections  which  had  in  practice  proved  to  be  unnecessarily  onerous,  and  extend- 
ing the  range  of  Tables  and  'deemed  to  satisfy  sections' . 

One  example  is  to  allow  the  section  on  the  siting  and  construction  of 
certain  small  garages  to  be  applied  to  huts,  greenhouses  and  buildings  ancil- 
liary  to  a house.  Previously  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  were  such 
that  in  some  circumstances  the  requirements  of  a garden  hut*  for  example, 
were  more  onerous  than  if  the  promoter  desired  to  build  a garage  on  the  same 
site. 

An  amended  regulation  on  flue  liners  which  requires  flue  liners  to  be 
installed  in  all  constructional  flues  serving  solid  fuel  or  oil-fired  appliances 
is  more  onerous  than  the  original  section  which  required  glazed  flue  liners 
only  for  a flue  serving  a 'controlled  combustion  appliance',  but  very  often 
trouble  arose  when  a house-owner  wanted  to  fit,  say,  a central  heating  boiler 
into  a flue  which  had  previously  served  an  open  fire  and  did  not  have  liners. 
For  this  new  appliance  liners  were  required  to  keep  the  salts  of  combustion 
(mainly  sulphur  dioxide)  from  damaging  and  seeping  through  the  brick  carcasing 
of  the  flue  causing  staining  etc.,  on  ceiling  and  chimney  breasts,  and  depen- 
ding on  the  position  of  this  flue,  the  introduction  of  glazed  flue  liners  to 
the  existing  flue  was  a major  operation  and  sometimes  virtually  impossible.

BUILDING  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1959  — 
DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS 


One  property  at  Wards  of  Turin  was  dealt  with  under  this  section  of  the 
Building  (Scotland)  Act,  1959  during  the  year. 

This  house  is  adjacent  to  the  public  roadway  and  oomplaints  were  re- 
ceived by  this  Department  regarding  the  condition  of  the  roof  which  was  covered 
with  stone  slated,  some  of  which  had  slipped  and  were  in  danger  of  falling  on 
to  the  roadway.  After  taking  the  matter  up  with  the  owner  the  r6of  was  re- 
paired and  the  potential  danger  from  falling  stone  slates  obviated.

Information  as  to  Water  Resources 

1.  Rainfall:  Rainfall  records  of  the  River  North  Esk  Catchment  area  are 

available  and  may  be  inspected  at  the  office  of  the  County 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Ravenswood,  Forfar. 

Five  rain  gauges  are  maintained  by  the  Loch  Lee  Water  Board 
and  the  records  are  made  available  to  this  Department  by  the 
County  Engineer.  Daily  readings  are  taken  from  three  of  the 
gauges,  while  the  remaining  two  are  recorded  monthly..  The 
monthly  exchange  of, the  rainfall  recorded  at  Whitehillocks  and 
at  the  Climatological  Station,  R.A.F. , Edzell,  with  the  County 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Stonehaven,  continues. 

2.  Characteristics  of  Streams:  A gauging  weir  has  been  provided  on  a small 

tributary  of  the  Lunan  Water  to  ascertain  the  flow  in  a twelve 
month  period.  There  are  no  other  places  on  any  of  the  rivers 
at  which  the  flow  or  volume  is  measured. 

Routine  sampling  of  the  rivers  North  and  South  Esk  is  carried 
out  regularly. 

Routine  sampling  of  the  River  North  Esk  is  effected  in  co- 
operation with  Kincardine  County  River  Purification  Authority 
and  the  Analysts’  reports  on  all  samples  are  exchanged. 

All  records  are  available  for  inspection  at  the  office  of  the 
County  Sanitary  Inspector. 

3.  Abstraction  of  Water:  No  action  was  taken  by  this  Authority  during  the 

year. 

4.  General:  The  rainfall  records  of  the  six  gauging  stations  in  the  catch- 

ment area  of  the  River  North  Esk  for  the  twelve  month  period 
ending  30th  April,  1967  are  given  in  Appendix  A. 

The  heaviest  rainfall  occurred  in  the  month  of  May  and  the 
driest  months  were  June,  July  and  December. 

Further  information  about  river  gauging  not  referred  to  in 
sections  1 to  3 of  this  part  of  the  report  is  a repeat  of 
the  information  in  the  Annual  Report  for  last  year  and  is  as 
follows:  Three  river  gauges  have  been  established  by  the  Loch 
Lee  Water  Board  all  in  relation  to  the  River  North  Esk.  Two 
of  the  gauges  are  sited  on  the  Water  of  Lee  which  forms  the 
Loch  and  the  third  gauge  is  on  the  Water  of  Mark. 
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PREVENTION  OF  POLLUTION 

Quality  of  River  Water: 

The  quality  of  the  water  flowing  in  the  main  rivers  continues  to  be 
satisfactory.  Three  of  the  routine  samples  (all  taken  below  Brechin  sewage 
works)  were  doubtful:  otherwise  the  classification  varied  from  Very  Clean 
to  Fairly  Clean.

5.  Arsenic,  copper  or  chromium,  either  individually  or  in  toto,  not  to  exceed 
0.5  P.p.m. 

6.  Cyanide  (as  CN)  not  to  exceed  0. 1 P-P.m. 

7.  No  visible  oil  or  grease  to  be  present. 

8.  The  clarity  to  be  at  least  225  mm. 

9.  The  discharge  not  to  contain  any  toxic  substances  harmful  to  fish  or  other 
aquatic  fauna. 

in  the  case  of  plants  providing  ful.l  treatment  except  for  the  settle- 
ment of  filter  effluent,  it  is  expected  lhat  when  a sample  of  the  effluent 
is  given  quiescent  settlement  for  one  hour  the  supernatent  liquid  shall  con- 
form to  the  above  standards. 

Plants  providing  only  sedimentation,  or  septic  tanks,  are  expected  to 
discharge  an  effluent  with  less  than  100  iparts  per  million  solids  in  suspension. 
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Effluents  discharging  to  watercourses  which  have  less  than  eight  volumes 
of  water  available  as  dilution  have  to  conform  to  more  strigent  standards. 

Trade  effluents  merit  Individual  assessment.

BRECHIN  SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  WORKS 

The  work  of  investigation  by  a firm  of  Civil  Engineers  appointed  by 
Brechin  Town  Council  has  been  completed  and  the  firm  will  soon  be  submitting 
a scheme  for  the  modification  and  extension  of  the  works. 

It  is  anticipated  that  work  will  start  on  the  extension  this  summer. 

The  stretch  of  river  affected  by  pollution  from  these  works  continue 
to  be  the  subject  of  many  complaints.  As  these  are  a repetition  of  previous 
complaints  they  have  been  excluded  from  the  list  of  complaints  received.

Two  sealed  tanks,  one  ol  9,600  gallon  and  the  other  of  29,000  gallon 
capacity  have  been  completed  at  the  two  dairy  farms  previously  reported. 


Tidal  Estuary 

One  of  the  complaints  of  alleged  pollution  received  was  due  to  foam  in 
the  tidal  estuary 

Investigation  showed  that  the  foam  was  caused  by  the  discharge  from  a 
factory  and  was  due  to  the  washing  of  vegetables  for  canning.  On  the  day  of 
the  complaint,  a different  brand  of  vegetables  was  being  washed  from  that 
which  had  been  used  for  our  weeks  before  and  the  effluent  produced  a per- 
sistent foam. 

As  this  was  an  ‘existing  discharge'  into  controlled  waters,  no  offical 
action  was  possible.  When  approached,  the  firm's  Works  Manager  was  most  help- 
ful and  co-operated  willingly  to  alleviate  the  cause  for  complaint. 

A screening  plant  for  the  wash  water  and  a dip  pipe  fitted  to  the  drain 
outfall  into  the  river  were  provided  without  delay.  Next  year  a different 
method  of  processing  will  be  adopted  which  should  eliminate  the  production 
of  foam.

SEWAGE  POLLUTION  FROM  ROSS  IE  FARM  SCHOOL- 

The  Secretary  of  Rossie  Farm  School  submitted,  for  approval,  plans  and 
details  of  the  proposed  new  sewage  purification  works.
